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‘WE HAVE RETURNED TO PRE-WAR ILLUSIONS’ 


Efficiency depends on. people 


By MOSHE ATER 
Jeruszlem Post Economic Editor 
Prepac and productivity are 

economists’ perennial slogans. 
They are emphasized especially 
in time of emergency, when more 
must be squeezed out of patently 
inadequate resources. It was 
therefore natural that an Effici- 
ency and Productivity Committee 
was set up by the newly estab- 
lished Economie Council 


True to its name, the Com- 
mittee produced an interim 
report within a fortnight. But 
whether much will come out of 
its effort is another matter. 


The report is a candid, honest 
document, but 115 straightforward 
effort only reveals the limita- 
tions of the approach adopted. The 
report contains a number of prac- 


tical suggestions, but admits that 
the detailg — which also vary 
from case to case — are not as 
important as the general freme- 
work and the economic climate, 
which are dominated by other 
factors. 

The report does not limit itself 
to generalities. It streases that 
much could be achieved by ap- 
propriate fiscal steps and ar- 
rangements between the indug- 
trial and the trade 
unions: increasing imcentives to 
workers, advancing ἸΔΊΟΙΣ mobi- 
lity, making out rigid work terms 
nek flexible, attracting pension- 
ers back to work, reducing ab- 
senteeism amd labour conflicts, 
and so on, But the inittative 
Hes outside the scope of the field 
of efficiency; and no action has 
been forthcoming in these res- 


pects, in spite of much talk by . 
official spokesmen. 

It is depressing to find that 
three months after the Yom Kip- 
pur disaster, such a report is re- 
quired in order to state that 
even though a lot can be done 
to reduce redundancy and to im- 
Prove economic performance, 
things are not moving be¢ause 
of the prevailing complacency. 

It is even more distressing 
when one considers how ready 
the public has heen to undertake . 
an extra effort and to mend its ‘ 
ways, But, by now, the right 
psychological moment seems to 
have been lost. Despite the dan- 
gers and hardships facing us, 
we have moved back to the pre- 
war Ulusions. Apparently, tough 
treatment is required to set us 
straight.

DEFENCE Minister Moshe Dayan’s meeting today with US. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger is expected to mark a 
significant forward step toward working out an agreement on the 
disengagement of Israeli and Egyptian forces. 

Reports from. Geneva on the technical military talks that have 
been taking place on the issue have been optimistic, and, less than 
a fortnight ago, Mr. Dayan himself said publicly that the chances 
were good that an agreement could be worked out. 

The relative optimism stems from Israel's readiness to pull back 
its forces to the passes east of the Suez Canal, which would also 
pat them beyond artillery range of the waterway. 

This proposal would enable the Egyptians to reopen the Canal, 
rebuild their Canal cities and, of course, free their trapped Third 
Army. It would also defuse the war-like situation which now exists 
at the Canal front. 


Only if such defusing occurs is there any reason for Israel to 
engage in the withdrawal, For there is no intention to pull back 
merely in order to permit the Egyptians to have a more advan- 
tageous position from which to launch a renewed attack. 


Thus the real diplomatic effort is not so much in defining the 
nature of Israel's withdrawal but in assuring that such a with- 
drawal will indeed bring about the goals that are sought.
